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'Keep Moving On.' 
Passing down York Street, 
•bout to cross Front, I met a few 
young friends, members of the 
church. We paused for a 
moment to greet each other, then 
parted. As the v lelt me, I Btood 
and watched the mighty mass of 
people, moving to and fro. A 
•group ot yonng men attracted 
my attention. They were very 
■earnest in conversation, and 
seemed regardless of the rights 
of other". A policeman bad hie 
eye on them, and he soon ap- 
proached them, flourished bis 
club, and ordered them away, 
eaying as they separated : 'Keep 
moving on/ Ills assertion im- 
pressed me. Riding through 
the city today I kept thinking of 
the policeman's words: 'Keep 
moving on,' and I found some 
lessons in them, and if you will 
be patient I will tell you of the 
trinity of leaeons in the words : 
'Keep moving on.' 

1. Movement is essential to life, 
•stagnation is death. Of course 
there is a sense in which etillneee 
is essential : 'Be still and know 
God,' is a divine command. This 
no doubt has reference to a qniet 
mind, and a submissive disposi- 
tion, but when it comes to life 
■awl its work, there must be 
.movement. The great commie- 
■ siou is Mo ye.' 

Nature teaches that movement 
is essenl'ml to life, and revelation 
.•Joe* the same. 

.Look at the stream. Where 
the stream moves along, it re- 
freshes meadows, turns mills, 
and carries preciouB freight, 
gladening and benefitting; but 
where it finds no outlet and Ilea 
•quiet, it becomes stagnant, breeds 
poison, and is useless for good. 
The moving of the water is life. 
Look at the sap circulating in 
the tree. As it runs through the 
trunk, limbs and branches, it 
carries its food to alt the parts, 
ami in conjunction with other 
elements, causes the bade to 
swell, the blossoms to form, and 
the truit to develop. The mov- 
ing of the sap is lite. 

Look at the blood, as it goes 
through arteries and vein. It 
.carries food to the nerves and 
muscles and bones, and the re- 
sult sparkle* Eg the eye, glows 
in the cheek, wreathes in smiles 
■round the mouth, and glowing 
thoughts wrapped in burning 
-words, leaps from the heart and 
lips. The movement ot the blood 

is life- 
Look at the truth, as it is cir- 
culated through the world. 
Wherever it la carried, there is 


Ufa and health and purity. The 
goepel is a stream, its water* cool 
the thirsty mind, refreshes the 
tired heart, and strengthens the 
worn soul. The goepel is sap, 
its nutriment swells the buds of 
(aith, unlolde the blossoms of 
hope, and develops the fruit ol 
the spirit. The gospel is blood, 
it makes spiritual bone and 
muscles and nerve and brain, 
causing the Christian to 'go on 
to perfection,' and 'be perfect.' 
Truth moving is hie, hence the 
Master said, 'Go ye,' — in other 
words 'Keep moving on.' 

Movement is essential to reach- 
ing an objective point. Up and 
down the street moved a great 
mass of people, men, women and 
children. Some were going 
north, some were going south, 
each had an objective point, and 
object in view, a place which 
they were striving to reach. 
Tbey must keep moving to reach 
that objective point: 'Keep mov- 
ing on.' 

The business man has an ob- 
jective point, and movement is 
esseutial if he would reach it, 
this he realizes, hence he attends 
to hie day book, posts his ledger, 
watches bis sales, advertises his 
business, improves his stock, in- 
vests his money, makes every ef- 
fort to bring success, having in 
view an object, and to reach it, 
he must : 'Keep moving on.' 

The professional man has an 
objective point, and movement 
is essential it he would reach it 
hence, he reads his bucks, at- 
tends the lectures, passes his ex- 
amination, receives his diploma, 
enters the work of preaching, 
practicing, working, watching 
bis patients or parishouere, hav- 
ing in view an object, and to 
reach it, he must i 'Keep moving 

on.' 
The spiritual man has an ob 

jective point, and movement is 
essential if be wonld reach it. lie 
is convicted of sin, and moves 
toward repentance, he is con- 
vinced of Christ's power to save, 
and movea toward faith, he is 
converted and moves toward 
obedience, he is consecrated, and 
moves toward heaven, developing 
love and scattering truth where- 
ever he goes. Heaven and salva- 
tion is his objective point, and to 
reach it be must : 'Keep moving 

on.' 
3. Movement is essential to the 

success of others. Standing still 
the young men were in the way 
of others, obstacles in the path, 
stumbling blocks on the side- 
walk, in the way of progress, 
moving on they make way for 
others, and help others. 

So in life, in every department 
of life, the movement of one 
helps another on to success. 
The movement of the business 
man helps those about him. Let 
him fail, while it does not stop 
business it retards the progress 
of some. The movement of the 
professional man helps others. 
Let him fail, the profession does 
not cease, bntsome are thrown 
from the course. Let the spirit- 
ual man fail, spiritual life does 
not pass out of the world, yet in 
that man's failure some are 
thrown from their course. 

So tact could be plainer ihan 
this, the movement of one, 
means success for another. One 
man may paint a picture admired 
by many thousand, as for in- 
stance, 'Christ Before Pilate.' 
The movement of the man cen- 
turies ago, give him the theme, 
the movement of others preserved 
it alive, the movement of others 
furnished the paint, the 


movement of Others the canvass, 
and the movement of others pre- 
pared the mind to appreciate the 
work when finished. 

The movement of many are 
essential to the success of the one. 
Go to the ship, the steam car, 
the telegraph, the art of printing, 
look at the food w* eat, the 
clothes we wear, the houses we 
live iu, the government we have, 
the Bible we love, the church in 
which we worship. 

AH, all, prove to us, that the 
movement ot others iu past ages 
contributes to our success in the 
present. 

Such ia a brief and crude out 
line of the train ot thought sug- 
gested by the policeman's words, 
'Keep moving on.' 

Let us remember that move- 
ment is life, movement is essen- 
tial to reaching an objective 
point, movement is essential to 
the success of those around ns, 
and who may come after ns. 
Then let us: 'Keep moving on.'

A corporation and a board of 
officers would be needed and there 
would be more or less expense con- 
nected therewith. Policies or some 
document of the same character would 
need to be Issued to members, so that 
on the whole there would seem to be 
little advantage in It over tbe existing 
life Insurance companies and associa- 
tions which pay a stipulated sum to 
heirs at the death of the policy holder. 
But we encourage Bro. Shaver to think 
on, and perfect a plan which , will 
gather more or leas from outside 
sources. We can not expect to ever 
have an effective ministry on the 
starvation salaries that are now paid 
by many of our churches, unless some 
guarantee is made toward sustaining 
their I'hiii ilieH when their testimony Is 
ended by death, disease or disability 
from age.
